LONDON, May 25.—For years 
past, every prophet with courage 
to look facts clearly and honestly 
in the face and tell men without 
gloss and concealment what he

The state of affairs throughout 
the world during the past two 
years, particularly in Europe, has 
been one of continual sagging of 
the ground underneath the foun- 
dations of an economic structure 
undermined by four and a half 
years of devastating war. 

At present, there is no sign of 
any arrest in the terrifying process. 
One country after another is falling 
and our ears are strained to 
catch the direction from which the 
next crash will come. 

The latest political developments 
in Europe hold out at least a 
chance, if they are utilized prompt- 
y and well, that before long the 
ground may solidify under our feet. 

With the completion of the Ger- 
man and French electiens, we know 
more clearly what is the attitude 
{ the people in these two critical 
sountries, and in both there are 
features which afford basis for 
cautious optimism. 


CONDITIONS BLACK 

Conditions are still black—black- 
er than they have ever been in liv- 
ing memory—and it is misleading

REMARKABLE FEATURE 

The remarkable feature of the re- 
sults of these elections, taken at 
the moment of inspissated gloom, is 
not so much the great advance in 
the National Socialist (Nazi) vote 
secured by Herr Hitler and the na- 
tionalist group as the fact that after 
all, the majority of Germans voted 
for maintaining the existing system 
despite the apparent hopelessness 
of the general outlook and the 


bitter unpopularity which the gov-| 


ernment has inevitably incurred 
through its economy decrees and its 
| drastic retrenchment. 

| The rise of the Nazi movement in 
Germany is, of course, an important 
social phenomenon. Its impulse 


comes not so much from the labor- | 


ing classes as from the younger 
members of the bourgeoisie 

It must be borne in mind as a 
curious fact that following on the 
devastation of private capital and 
savings in Germany during the col- 


lapse of the mark, and the subse- | 


quent general business depression 
the bourgeoisie are no longer the 
middle class in Germany but the 
lower class—they are definitely 
worse off in their black coats than 
the hand workers in overalls. 

Such a depression of the highly 
educated class breeds revolution- 
aries among them, and it is not sur- 
prising that Hitler, with his pro- 
gram of nationalist zeal and attack 
on the Jews, bankers and prosper- 
ous capitalists, should find an eager 
following among these discontents 

The possible effects of the move- 
ment are discounted by the fact 
that Hitler himself appears to he a 
}man of enthusiasms rather than 
ideas, and to lack the clear, con- 
structive statesmanship of Premier 
} Mussolini of Italy. 


| TIME MAY COME 
Perhaps it is not fair to criticize 
|him until he has been afforded 
some opportunity for showing his 
| capacity as a practical administra- 
tor.

This job of writing a daily column has both joys 
and tribulations.

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 


Baking is a process of cooking food in the dry 
heat of an oven. Great temperatures are in this way 
possible, but the interior of most foods will scarcely 
the boiling point. Baked foods are 
drier than boiled foods, and some dextrinization 
takes place in the exterior parts of all baked 
starchy foods. Baked foods are better than boiled 
foods because all of the juice and mineral elements 
can be retained. 

In baking meat in the oven, have the tempera 
ture very hot and keep it hot for about fifteen min- 
utes. This will seal in the juices. Then reduce the 
heat and baste frequently to keep the meat moist 
and well-flavored. Baking seems to bring out some 
of the meat extractives more strongly than any 
other method. For baking beef or mutton, bake 
twenty minutes for each pound and allow twenty 
minutes extra. Pork or veal takes twenty-five min. 
utes for each pound, allowing twenty-five minutes 
over. 

Baking is a wholesome method of prepar any 
food, even those which you might not ordinarily 
think of as being baked, such as carrots, beets, 
cauliflower, string beans, peaches and celery. The 
larger and more solid foods may simply be placed 
in the oven with a pan underneath to catch the 
drippings, but the small leafy vegetables should be 
placed in a baking pan with a cover on to maintain 
their moisture, Many different vegetables may be 
combined in this manner. 

Roasting, broiling and grilling are practically the 
same process and consist in cooking food by direct 
radiation in an unconfined atmosphere. 

Roasting is similar to baking, except that it 
means cooking over hot coals or open fires. It is 
now often used to mean baking in the oven. The 
larger joints of beef and pork are referred to as 
roasts, even though they are really baked. 

Broiling and grilling are term sapplied to com- 
paratively small pieces of meat. These three pro- 
cesses aim at quickly coagulating the surface of the 
meat so that the most of the juices are retained, 
and those which escape form the meat gravy used 
for basting or pouring over the roast to prevent 
drying and to more uniformly distribute the heat. 
eBcause of the high temperature on the surface of 
the meat, a peculiar tasty substance is produced 
which gives the delightful flavor to the roast meat, 
asted gives a disagreeable flavor because 
of scorching. When grilling, the cuts are cooked 
quickly and it is necessary to use more tender and 
expensive meats. Fish, small steaks, chop sand 
bacon may be done in this way. The food is put 
under the hot flames or over the hot coals and 
seared on both sides. It is frequently turned to in- 
sure even cooking, and a chop r be in 
nine minutes in this way, while a steak takes no 
more than ten to fifteen minutes. This process of 
broiling or grilling is used for meat which is cut 
flat and not too thick. Meat can be pan-broiled in 
a skillet without using any fat, coagulating the meat 
quickly on both sides, and then turning the fire 
down. 

Braising is a process of cooking resembling bo 
broiling and baking. The meat is first browned by 
hearing, similar to that of broiling, after which it is 
covered with a close-fitting lid to produce a moist 
steart. Braising is an economical and tasty method 
of cooking meat since all of the food value is re- 
tained by the covered process and the flavor is 
enhanced by the grilling. This process is of par- 
ticular value in cooking tough meat.
